Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  annual  report  on  the 
medical  inspection  and  treatment  of  the  school  children  in  the 
Borough  of  Swindon  for  the  year  1940*  This  is  an  abridged 
report  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  and  Board  of  Education. 

Some  changes  in  staff  are  inevitable  in  time  of  war, 
but  the  work  has  been  carried  on  effectively. 

A  nutrition  survey  of  the  whole  town  was  conducted 
at  the  end  of  the  year  and  the  report  on  this  appears  on 
page  3. 

In  connection  with  Overseas  evacuation  which  took 
place  in  September,  194^*  approximately  200  families  presented 
themselves  for  the  medical  examination  requested  prior  to 
leaving  England.  Ho  special  records  of  these  children  were 
kept  and  they  are  included  in  the  total  of  Special  Examinations. 

The  influx  of  evacuees  was  dealt  with  and  no 
distinction  made  regarding  their  inspection  and  treatment.

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS.

32  Departments  were  inspected  and  it  was  found  that  61.3$®  of  the 
children  inspected  required  treatment. 

4710  children  were  referred  for  treatment. 

3978  children  attended  the  Clinics. 

8237  appointments  were  made,  and  7397  or  89.8^  were  kept  - 
a  very  high  percentage  of  acceptances. 

5235  teeth  were  extracted,  and  2297  were  filled. 

10  regulations  were  completed  by  means  of  appliances.  Many 
other  cases  of  overcrowding  were  rectified  by  extraction. 

1139  evacuees  have  been  inspected;  586  have  been  referred  for 
treatment . 

868  attendances  were  made  by  these  children. 

589  teeth  were  extracted  and  373  were  filled. 

SECONDARY  SCHOOLS. 

Dental  inspection  and  treatment  was  carried  out  for  the 
scholars  attending  the  following  schools;  the  College  ,  The 
Commonweal,  Euclid  Street.  The  East  Ham  Grammar  School  boys  were 
also  included. 

H69  secondary  school  children  were  examined,  and  643  were 
referred  for  treatment. 

468  children  attended  making  947  attendances. 
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606  permanent  teeth  were  filled,  and  316  teeth  were 
extracted. 

From  the  East  Earn  Eoy*  s  Group  134  were  referred  for 
treatment  and  87  attended,  making  213  attendances. 

One  boy  required  a  partial  denture  which  was  made.

RESULTS  OF  A  SURVEY  UNDERTAKEN  TO  ASCERTAIN  TEE  INCIDENCE 
OF  SUMGRyAL  NUTRITION  Ay  PNG  THE  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

POPULATION  OF  STOP ON. 

This  Survey  was  undertaken  as  a  result  of  Circular  1520 
of  the  Board  of  Education,  dated  22nd  July,  1940.  It  was 
carried  out  with  the  assistance  of  the  Director  of  Education 
and  the  wholehearted  support  of  the  Head  Teachers,  and  I  should 
like  to  thank  them  for  the  help  they  gave  when  they  had  many 
other  demands  upon  their  time. 

The  procedure  adopted  was  as  follows:- 

1.  '  The  Director  of  Education  sent  a  letter  to  the  Head 
Teachers,  asking  them  to  compile  lists  of  children  in  their 
schools  whom  they  thought  showed  signs  of  malnutrition,  or 
who,  from  the  Teachers*  knowledge  of  the  children* s  family 
circumstances,  might  he  suffering  from  malnutrition. 

2.  All  the  classes  in  the  schools  were  visited,  accompanied 
hy  the  Health  Visitors,  and  each  child  was  scrutinised.  As 
a  result  of  this  observation,  together  with  the  information 
given  hy  the  Head  Teachers  and  the  Health  Visitors,  certain 
children  were  selected  for  further  and  more  detailed 
examinations  at  the  Clinic. 

3.  The  selected  children  and  their  parents  were  invited  to 
attend  the  dinic,  where  the  children  were  undressed  and 
examined,  weighed  and  measured.  If  the  parents  were  present 
they  were  questioned  regardiigthe  child’s  health,  medical 
history  and  the  family  means. 

4.  As  a  result  of  this  examination  a  decision  was  reached 
as  to  whether  the  child  requires  milk,  meals,  or,  if  the 
child  was  already  receiving  milk,  whether  the  milk  should  he 
increased,  or  mea  Is  provided  in  addition. 

Results  of  Survey. 

All  the  schools  were  visited  and  8355  children  were  in¬ 
spected,  and  910  were  selected  as  possibly  malnourished.  Cf 
these  children,  466  were  investigated  and  we  re  already  re¬ 
ceiving  milk,  and  419  other  children  were  referred  for  exeminar- 
tion  at  the  Clinic;  of  these,  330  children  presented  them¬ 
selves.  As  a  result  of  this  examination  73  children  (including 
six  evacuees)  were  recommended,  for  free  milk  -  either  once  a  day 
or  twice  a  day  -  and  six  were  recommended  for  free  milk  and 
meals. 


This  is  a  very  low  figure  and  the  results  confirm  the 
impression  that  there  is  little  malnutrition  in  Swindon,  and  that 
the  nutrition  of  Swindon  school  children  compares  very  favourably 
with  that  of  children  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

3. 


It  was  hoped  that  a  survey  on  the  above  lines  could  he 
conducted  each  term  hut  owing  to  changes  in  the  School  Medical 
Department  this  has  not  been  possible.  The  Assistant  School 
Medical  Officers,  however,  during  their  routine  examinations  and 
during  their  visits  to  school  departments  make  enquiries  of  the 
teachers  regarding  the  nutrition  of  the  children.  The  Head 
Teachers  are  also  encouraged  to  bring  cases  who  might. be  suffer¬ 
ing  from  malnutrition  or  from  inadequacy,  of  food  to  the  notice 
of  the  school  medical  department. 

Now  that  the  staff  of  the  School  Medical  Department  has  be¬ 
come  more  stabilised  it  is  hoped  to  conduct  more  surveys  of  this 
nature.  0  hildren  who  are  receiving  free  meals  and  milk  are 
kept  under  observation.
